SPRINGER S OMNIBUS BILL. 


The House yesterday passed the Springer 
Omnibus bill for the admission of certain ter 
ritories. 
It provides for the admission of 
Montana by proclamation of the President if 
a m ajority of the voters on the 5th of No­ 
vember, i889, shall ratify the constitution of 
1884. 
South Dakota is to lie admitted by 
proclamation of the President, if, on the 5th 
of November next, the constitutiou of 1885 
ratified by a m ajority of the voters of 
South Dakota, and if, i l addition, the voters 
of South Dakota and North Dakota, voting 
separately, shall each cast a m ajority in favor 
of division. 
If either section votes against 
division, then Dakota is to remain as one ter­ 
ritory until further legislation can be had for 
its admission as a single state. 
In the event 
of South Dakota’s admission, she is to have 
two Representatives in the {»opular branch of 
Congress. 
Washington 
and 
New 
Mi 
ico 
are 
authorized 
to 
elect 
dele 
gates, 
hold 
constitutional 
conventions 
and frame constitutions, a right which they 
hold already and of which it is impossible for 
Congress to deprive them. 
North Dakota is 
to have the same precious privilege, provided 
all the conditions for the admission of South 
Dakota are complied with. 
Their admission 
afterwards will be subject to act of Congres« 
It w ill be seen that the only territory whi< 
receives fair treatment is Montana. 
To ad 
mit this territory is an object of Democratic 
ambition. 
It elected a Republican delogati 
last fall by a small m ajority, though it had 
previously gone IXanocratic. 
The Demo­ 
crats at »> ashiugton have received assurances 
from a syndicate of rich Democratic bankers 
and stock raisers in the territory that they 
can recover control of it and send two Demo 
crutic Senators and a Representative to Wash 
iugton, provided the admission is effected 
through Democratic agencies. 
Washington, 
which 
casts 
a 50 per cent larger 
vote 
than 
Montana, 
is 
to 
be 
kept 
out 
if possible till after the election of the fifty- 
second Congress, in which the Democrats 
hope to recover their m ajority. 
North Da­ 
kota is to Ik* subjected to the same treatment. 
And the managers of the scheme are not 
without hope that South Dakota will be kept 
out also, through a failure of some of the ab­ 
surd conditions with which her admission is 
freighted. 
Representative Dakotans now in Washing 
ton, Democrats as well as Republicans, op­ 
pose the bill and are asking the Senate to re 
ject it. 
This the Senate will do without 
doubt. 
An extra session of the fifty-first 
Congress w ill do full justice to the Dakota 
and Washington, and take good care of the 
polities of Montana. 
It is probable that they 
will all tx; in the Union as states in time to 
enable their Senators and Representatives to 
take seats in the first regular session of the 
fifty-first Congress. 


HA PRISON'S INA UG UR A L SUIT. 


The Philadelphia Times jeers at President­ 
elect Harrison because he lias ordered Amer­ 
ican goods made from American wool for his 
i nauguration suit. 
It inform s him that his 
clothes will be neither as neat nor as fine as 
they would be if he had selected goods of 
foreign make. 
And then it advises him that 
the way to get homespun goods equal to the 
best European make is to take off the tariff 
on tine foreign w’ools. 
T his would enable 
our manufacturers to buy them at prices to 
suit American consumers. 
It is not to be assumed that Gen. Harrison 
orders American goods because they aie 
cheaper. 
He is not sparing in expenses t< 
fit himself for the dignity of his exalted po»i 
tion. 
Bnt iu all his preparations he is setting 
an American example. 
He is an earnest be 
liever in the very principle of protection that 
makes 
American 
goods 
cheaper 
for 
those 
who 
need 
cheap 
goods, 
while 
it 
compels 
those 
who 
prefer 
fine 
im 
ported goods and can afford them, to “ pay the 
piper.” 
If he could find American-made 
goods manufactured from fine foreign wool 
it is quite likely that lie would refuse to ac 
ccpl them, and insist that the American farmer 
should Ix; patronized as well as the American 
manufacturer. 
He would be a whole Ameri 
can instead of a patron of foreign raw mate 
rial. 
All this is on the assumption that the 
Times’ premises are correct, that American 
wool is really not as good as foreign wool 
B u t even this, we are assured, is not thetruth 
American goods, made from American wool, 
are to be found iu every city, quite as good 
in every respect as the best foreign fabric. If 


this is not the exact truth now, adequate pro 
tection to the wool growers for a series of 
years will make it so. 
W e have the climate 
aud the pasture for the growing of the finest 
wools on the globe. But the patronage which 
should have encouraged this growth has gone 
abroad, because there is a sentiment amongst 
our “ fine gentlem en,” our college and society 
dudes, that everything American is cheap 
and vulgar. 
The highest protective duty 
that could lie laid would not break down this 
sentiment among those of the set mentioned 
who have tiie money to pay for imported 
goods; it is to be broken only by example 
And that example is now set by the foremost 
citizen in the land, and one too who has 
shown the taste and culture of the gentle 
man. 


The country need have no fear that Gen. 
Harrison will not be well dressed at the inau­ 
guration, 
And if he succeeds in convincing 
the people that American goods are good 
enough for American gentlemen, 
he will 
have accomplished something o f great value 
to American trade and for the firmer estab­ 
lishment of the protection principle.

SPRINGER S OMNIBUS BILL. 


The House yesterday passed tlic Springer 
Omnibus bill for the admission of certain ter 
ritories. 
It provides for the admission of 
Montana by proclamation of the President if 
a majority of the voters on the 5th of No­ 
vember. 18H». shall ratify the constitution of 
1884. 
South Dakotu is to be admitted by 
proclamation of the President, if, on the 5th 
of November Dext, the constitution of 188o 
Is ratified by a majority of the voters of 
South Dakota, and if, in addition, the voters 
of South Dakota and North Dakota, voting 
separately, shall each cast a majority in favor 
ot division. 
If either section votes against 
division, then Dakota is to remain as one ter­ 
ritory until further legislation can be had for 
its admission as a single state. 
In the event 
of South Dakota’s admission, she is to have 
two Representatives in the jiopular branch of 
Congress. 
Washington 
and 
New 
Mex 
ico 
ure 
authorized 
to 
elect 
dele 
gates, 
hold 
constitutional 
conventions 
and frame constitutions, a right which they 
hold already and of which it isimpossiblc for 
Congress to deprive them. 
North Dakota is 
to have the same precious privilege, provided 
all the conditions for the admission of South 
Dakota are complied with. Their admission 
afterwards will be subject to act of Congress. 
It will be seen that the only territory which 
receives fair treatment is Montana. 
To ad­ 
mit this territory is an object of Democratic 
ambition. 
It elected a Republican delegate 
last fall by a small majority, though it had 
previously gone Democratic. The Demo­ 
crats at » asliiugton have received assurances 
from a syndicate of rich Democratic bankers 
nnd stock-raisers in the territory that they 
can recover control of it and send two Demo­ 
cratic Seuators and a Representative to W A rl­ 
ington, provided the admission is effected 
through Democratic agencies. 
Washington, 
which casts a 50 per cent larger vote 
than 
Montana, 
is 
to 
be 
kept 
out 
if possible till after the election of the fifty- 
second Congress, in which the Democrats 
hope to recover their majority. 
North Da­ 
kota is to tie subjected to the same treat incut. 
And the managers of the scheme are not 
without hope that South Dakota will be kept 
out also, through a failure of some of the ab­ 
surd conditions with which her admission is 
freighted. 
Representative Dakotans now in Washing­ 
ton, Democrats as well as Republicans, op­ 
pose the bill ami are asking the Senate to re­ 
ject it. 
This the Senate will do without 
doubt. 
An extra session of the fifty-first 
Congress will do full justice to the Dakotas 
and Washington, and take good care of the 
politics of Montana. 
It is probable that they 
will all be in the Union as states in time to 
enable their Senators and Representatives to 
take seats in the first regular session of the 
fifty-first Congress.

The Philadelphia Times jeers at President­ 
elect Harrison because lie has ordered Amer­ 
ican goods made from American wool for his 
f naugurutioii suit. 
It informs liim that bis 
clothes will be neither as neat nor as fine as 
they would be if be had selected goods of 
foreign make. 
And then it udvises him that 
the way to get homespun goods equal to the 
best European make is to take off the tariff 
on tine foreign wools. This would enable 
our manufacturers to buy them at prices to 
suit American consumers. 
It is not to be assumed that Gen. Harrison 
orders American goods because they aie 
cheaper. 
He is not sparing in expenses to 
fit himself for the dignity of his exalted pod 
tion. Bnt iu all his preparations lie is setting 
au American example. 
He is an earnest be­ 
liever in the very principle of protection that 
makes 
American 
goods 
cheaper 
for 
those 
who 
need 
cheap 
goods, while 
it compels those who prefer fine 
im 
ported goods and can afford them, to “pay the 
piper." 
If he could find American-made 
goods manufactured from fine foreign wool, 
it is (juite likely that he would refuse to ac 
cept them, and insist that the American fanner 
should Ih: patronized as well as the American 
manufacturer. 
He would be a whole Ameri­ 
can instead of a patron of foreign raw mate 
rial. 
All this is on the assumption that the 
Times’ premises are correct, that American 
wool is really uot as good as foreign wool. 
But even this, we are assured, is not the truth. 
American goods, made from American wool, 
are to be found iu every city, quite as good 
in every respect as the best foreign fabric. If 
this is not the exact truth now, adequate pro­ 
tection to the wool growers for a series of 
years will make it so. 
We have the climate 
and the pasture for the growing of the finest 
wools on the globe. But the patronage which 
should have eucouraged this growth has gone 
abroad, because there is a sentiment amongst 
our “ flue gentlemen," our college and society 
dudes, that everything American is cheap 
and vulgar. The highest protective duly 
that could lie laid would not break down tliis 
sentiment among those of the set mentioned 
who have the money to pay for imported 
goods; it is to be broken only by example. 
And that example is now set by the foremost 
citizen in the land, and one too who has 
shown the taste and culture of the gentle­ 
man. 
The country need have no fear that Gen. 
Harrison will not be well dressed at the inau­ 
guration, 
And if he succeeds in convincing 
the people that American goods arc good 
enongh for American gentlemen, he will 
have accomplished something of great value 
to American trade and for the firmer estab­ 
lishment of the protection principle.

“ T could do no less th an grant h is request 
and in a sh ort time lie left, say ing lie would 
call again iu a few day s.

located about 50 miles from our camp.

a small stream. 
As th ey wore th e blue uni­ 
form of th e National troops I did not h esi­ 
tate to go am ong th em.

G EN ER AL GRANT’S NARROW ESCAPE. 
“ ‘ Before 1 was taken away I was placed 
near th e bank of th e stream and a guard 
placed over me. 
I h ad not been th ere long 
wh en my attention was attracted by th e ap­ 
pratii of an officer mounted on a superb-look- 
ing h orse and unattended. 
W h en h e was 
w ith in DO feet of wh ere I was, 1 saw to mv 
astonish ment and alarm th at it was General 
G rant. 
He seemed surprised to see th e sol­ 
diers th ere and asked of one of th em: ’W h at 
are y ou men doing h ere ? ’

I h ad uccu th ere about one 
month wh en one day 1 saw th e original ot 
th is picture, th en a’ y oung uiau about 19 
y ears of age. 
He was th e y oungest prisoner 
am ong us° He came to me one m orning as I 
jav sweltering in th e sun, and kneeling down, 
took from h is pocket an old newspaper and 
covering m y face to protect me from th e 


b l i n d i n g sun, told me h ow h e h id been cap 
Hired by Mosby , and alth ough lie h ad struck 
th e General and expected to h e sh ot, lie was 
led away and seni direct to Àndersonvillc.

me. 
He also told me h e h ad recognized me

SU FFER IN G IN PRISON. 
“ ‘ But I will pass over th e rest of our con­ 
versation, suffice it to say th at we talked of 
h ouie long and fervently and were more anx ­ 
ious th an ever to escape from th at, h orrible 
place. 
My c nidilion at th at time was pitia 
h ie. 
W h en 1 entered th e prison I weigh ed 
190 pounds and after two month s of prison 
life I venture to say I weigh ed but 90 pounds. 
I was too weak to stand alone, and it was 
with difficulty th at I could crawl. 
My suf 
ferings were no more, h owever, th an th ose 
borne by h undreds In th at h ell upon earth , 
aud I cared little wh eth er I lived or died. ” 


TR EA TE D WORSE THAN CONV ICT8. 
“ ‘ It was a daily occurrence to see some 
poor fellow recognize a broth er, or fath er 
find a son in some siilferer. 
It was th e same, 
I was told afterw ard, in all th e prisons — 
Rich mond, Salisbury , Ch arleston, Millan and 
Andersonville. Prisoners of war were treat' d 
worse th an convicts, sh ut up eith er in suffo­ 
cating buildings or in out door inclosures, 
w ith out even th e sh elter th at is provided for 
th e beasts of th e field, unsupplied with suf­ 
ficient food and supplied with food and water 
iujurious and even poisonous; compelled to 
live on floors often covered with h um an 
filth , or on ground saturated with it, com ­ 
pelled to breath e air oppressed with an in­ 
tolerable stench ; h emmed in by a fatal dcaa- 
line, and in h ourly danger of being sh ot by 
unrestrained and brutal guards; despondent 
even to suicide; sick of disease, caused by 
th e torrid sun, by tilth , by vermin, by m a­ 
laria and by cold; removed at th e last mo­ 
ment and by h undreds at a time to h ospitals 
corrupt as a sepulch re, th ere with a few rein­ 
ed ies, little care and no sy m path y , to die iu 
wretch edness and m isery .’ ” 


A DXSIC FOR LIBER TY . 
" ‘A day or two after as old General Win 
der came into th e stockade, I saw George 
walk with in two feet of th e dead line and 
call to th e General. 
He came over to wh ere 
George was and after a few words I saw my 
son spring on h im like a cat and bring th e 
General to th e ground. 
Th e oth er prisoners 
made a rush and all th e guards fired at once. 
I closed m y ey es; I could stand no more. 
I 
was perfectly h elpless. 
W h en 
I looked 
again I saw th e General draw ing h is revol­ 
ver. 
How I got th ere I can’t tell, but I did 
get th ere, and th rowing my wh ole weigh t on 
th e old rascal 1 managed to release my son, 
and sh outing to George to run, I fell, pierced 
with a bullet. 
I turned and saw George run- 
uimr across th e enclosure, h ut h e h ad not 
gone far wh en h e fell dead, pierced by a 
h undred bullets. 
1 believe th at about 12 
men escaped and 100 were eith er killed or 
wounded. 
I saw th em take th e body of my 
son away , and th en all is a blank. 
Wh en 1 
again recovered my senses I was in a h ospi­ 
tal, and in a sh ort time I was exch anged and 
arrived 
h ome more (lend 
th an alive. 
I 
never told h is poor m oth er of our meeting 
and terrible suffering, and sh e died ignorant 
of h is death .’” 


FOUND ON A FIE L D , 
" H e ceased speaking and we sat for a long 
time in silence ¡itid th en h e said: ‘1 never knew 
h ow I lost th at picture and retained (h e letter; 
and h ow if could possibly h ave been found 
oil th e field, is more th an I can tell. 
So y ou 
see I was rath er taken by surprise to sec it in 
y our album 25 y ears or more after, and th e 
recollections overwh elmed me at th e tim e.” ’

GENERAL GRANT’S NARROW ESCAPE. 
“ ‘ Before I was taken away I was placed 
near the bank of the stream and a guard 
placed over me. 
I bad not been there long 
when m y attention was attracted by tbe np- 
pracli of an officer mounted on a superb-look- 
m g horse and unattended. 
W hen he was

astonishment and alarm that it was General 
Grant.

BENT TO ANDERSONVILLE, 
" 4 W ell, I was eventually sent to Ander- 
sonville Prison, 
I had been there about oue 
month when one day 1 saw the original of 
this picture, then a young man about 19 
years of age. 
He was the youngest prisoner 
among us. 
He came to me one morning as I 
luv sweltering in the sun, and kneeling down, 
took from his pocket an old newspaper and 
covering m y face to protect me from the 
blinding sun, told me how he h id been cap 
tured by Mosby, and although lie had struck 
I lie General and expected to he shot, he was 
led away anil sent direct to Andersonvillc. 
1 
asked him on several occasions—for we had 
become fast friends—lo tell m« of his home, 
hut lie always avoided the questions and 
turned the subject. 
He was a mere lad, and 
it seemed so cruel to see the color leave 
hfs face and note the wan, hungry look come 
in to his really tine eyes, but It was not be­ 
cause he was so young that I was attracted 
toward him . 
He was my constant com pan, 
ion and seemed to he contented only when 
near me. 
He was a general favorite with all 
the men, and, to till the truth, I was very 
fond of him. 
He told me his name was 
George,aud that he lived up the Hudson River 
Oue Bay an old man, evidently 70 years old 
and wearing the uniform o? a Confederate 
General came into the prison. 
After walk 
ing up and down awhile rubbing his skinny 
old hands and seem ing to enjoy our suffering, 
he stopped near us and asked George how old 
he was: 
* I am 19 years of age,’ said he. 
‘ W ell,’ said the General, ’ would you like to 
get out of here?’ 
‘ Yes, judeed I would, but 
you 
peed 
not 
ask 
me 
to 
join 
the 
Confederate 
r.rmy 
for 
I 
would 
sooner 
die 
here 
than do that. 
Well, 
you,' said the General, 
’then 
die.’ 
Turning, 
he walked away. 
H e soon ie- 
turned, however, and. ordering one of bis 
men to seize the hoy, they led him away. 
The next day he returned, oud told me they 
tried to force him to put on a Confederate 
uniform, but before they did so limy ggye 
him an opportunity’ to take a hath and also 
gave him something to eat, all of which he 
greatlv enjoyed. 
H e said the old man was 
Brigadier General John H. W inder, and they 
h aif sent him to take charge of Anderson- 
ville Prison, because I«c was tbe most cruel, 
heartless old yjllain in tbe Army. 
Indeed, 
he said that this sapje General wa3 fcsPonsi- 
yle for tbe riot and bloudibed occasioned in 
BuUi/pore, when tbe Msssuehusptts lroop3 
pissed ihrougb. 
He told me lie had seen the 
old villain in i&i/timore, but had not recog­ 
nized him the day before, and that the plan 
was to starve us, so that w« would be utterly 
unfit for service, sboujd the exclmu^p pf pris­ 
oners be resumed.’ " 


PLANS TO ESCAPE FRUSTRATED. 
“ ‘ W e bad tried many plans o f escape, but 
were alw ays brought back or our plans were 
frustrated before they were fully completed. 
Once we got outside the stockade and were 
out for tw o hours only, w aiting for darkuess 
to give us an opportunity Jo break for lib­ 
erty when we were betrayed by a small dog, 
which begun barking at us. 
The guard took 
us back, and we were placed under closer 
surveillance. 
The wonder was we were not 
shot.’” 
TU B BOY’S STORY. 
•• "The next day George told me lie had 
left home when a lad of 13, and went to sea, 
and that he had not seen his parents since 
that time, ‘but,’ said he. ‘ if I ever get out of 
Imre alive I am going home to see my poor 
mother.' 
Poor boy, little did he think that 
he would never see that mother again.’ ’’ 


ASKED TO IO W T O T CONFEDERATES. 
“ ‘ Alm ost every day we w efe nsked to 
join the Confederate Army and bo obfftiq OUf 
liberty, but, as far as my recollection goes, I 
ueve” knew of a case where the request was 
complied 
with, 
the 
men 
preferring 
to 
die by «tflrvatiofl or suicide by crossing the 
dead-line. 
Uno day General W inder came 
into the stockade, sod Qgorpe, who was re­ 
clining near the dend-line, ca/letl Ur /DP1 
asked if there was to be an exchange o f pm . 
Otters soon. 
’ N o ,’ said the General. ‘ your 
Government wants us to exchange nlg- 
perS for white m en and we wou’t do It.’

ning to escape, and I must try with the rest 
to make the attempt. 
He said that one of 
tbeir number must be selected to strangle 
General W inder the next time he came into 
the prison, and then others were to draw the 
tire of the guards, and all who were able 
were to make a grand rush for liberty. Some, 
of course, w ould be shot, and there was a 
bare possibility that a few would escape. 
He 
did not tell me, however, that he had been 
selected to strangle the General, for he knew 
I would not sanction it.’ ” 


H IS OWN SON. 
“ ‘ That night he came to me and told me 
to take a letter he had aud if I escaped he 
wished I w ould forward it to his mother. 
He also gave me a picture, the same one you 
have in your album, and after telling me that 
it was the only thing he had taken from home 
wheu he ran 
away to sen. asked me to 
give it to his parents who would recognize it. 
The next morning I awoke and alter tak­ 
ing a good look at the pictuie and then at 
George, who was sleeping, what was my sur­ 
prise to recognize the features of my own sou, 
whom we had mourned for dead years ago. 
lie liad left hom e when he was 13 years of 
age and although we had tried to find him, 
wo eventually gave him up for dead.’ ’’ 


RECOGNIZING UIS FATHER. 
“ ‘ At tliai instant George awoke and 
looking at me saw I knew all. He said, ‘ F a­ 
ther forgive me. for 1 have repented of uiy 
folly long ago and if 1 could only sec my 
poor mother, death would have no terror for 
me. 
lie also told me he had recognized me 
on the first day of his captivity, and of the 
sorrow he felt at seeing me in such a place.’ ” 


SUFFERING IN PRISON. 
“ ‘ But I will pass over the rest o f our con­ 
versation, suffice it to say that we talked of 
home long aud fcrvcutly and were more anx­ 
ious than ever to escape from that horrible 
place. 
My condition at that time was pitia 
lile. 
W hen 1 entered the prison I weighed 
190 pounds and after two months of prison 
life I venture to say Í weighed but 90 pounds. 
I was too weak to stand alone, and it was 
with difficulty that I could crawl. 
My suf­ 
ferings were no more, however, tlmn those 
borne by hundreds in that hell upon earth, 
and I cared little whether I lived or died.’ ” 


TREATED WORSE THAN CONVICTS. 
“ ‘ It was a daily occurrence to see some 
poor fellow recognize a brother, -or father 
find a son in some sufferer. 
It was the same, 
I was told afterward, in all the prisons— 
Richmond, Salisbury, Charleston, Milhm and 
Andcrscnvillc. Prisoners of war were treated 
worse than convicts, shut up either in sutl’o- 
cating buildings or in out door inclosures, 
without even the shelter that is provided for 
tlm beasts of the field, unsupplied with su f­ 
ficient food and supplied with food and water 
injurious and even poisonous; compelled to 
live on fioors often covered with lnnnun 
filth, or on ground saturated with it, com ­ 
pelled to breathe air oppressed with an in­ 
tolerable stench; hemmed in by a fatal dead­ 
line, and in hourly danger of being shot by 
unrestrained and brutal guards; despondeut 
even to suicide; sick of disease, caused by 
the torrid sun, by filth, by vermin, by m a­ 
laria and by cold; removed at the last mo­ 
ment and by hundreds at a time to hospitals 
corrupt as a sepulchre, there with a few rem­ 
edies, little care and no sympathy, to die iu 
wretchedness and m isery.’ ” 


A D \S II FO R LIBERTY. 
“ ‘A day or two after as old General Win 
der came into the stockade, I saw George 
walk within two feet of the dead line and 
call to the General. 
He came over to where 
George was and after a few words I saw my 
son spring on him like a cat and bring the 
General to the ground. 
The other prisoners 
made a rush and all the guards fired at once. 
I closed m y eves; I could stand no more. 
I 
was perfectly helpless. 
W hen 
1 looked 
again I saw the General drawing his revol­ 
ver. 
How I got there I can’t tell, but I did 
get there, anil throwing my whole weight on 
the old rascal 1 managed to release mv son, 
and shouting to George to run, I fell, pierced 
with a bullet. 
I turned and saw George run­ 
ning across tlie enclosure, but lie had not 
gone far when be fell dead, pierced by a 
hundred bullets. 
I believe that about 12 
men escaped and 100 were either killed or 
wounded. 
I saw them take the body of my 
son away, and then all is a blank. 
When 1 
again recovered my senses I was in a hospi­ 
tal, and in a short time I was exchanged aud 
arrived 
home more dead 
than alive. 
1 
never told his poor mother of our meeting 
and terrible suffering, and she died iguorant 
of his death.'” 


FOUND ON A FIELD . 
“ He ceased speaking and we sat for a long 
time in silence and then he slid; ‘1 never knew 
how I lost that picture and retained the letter; 
and how it could possibly have been found 
on the field, is more thau I can tell. 
So you 
see I was rather taken by surprise to see it in 
your album 25 years or more after, and the 
recollections overwhelm ed me at the tim e.” ’

The follow ing sketch of W illiam Henry 
Smith. 
Manager of the Associated Press, 
New-York, was written by a newspaper man 
who knows him well: Mr. Smith first saw the 
light of day in Columbia County, N. Y ., on 
December i, 1833. and is descended from two 
old New-England fam ilies. 
11 is father, W il­ 
liam DcForest Sm ith, who was horn in Litch­ 
field County. Connecticut, in 1805, was a 
graudsou of Bethel Sm ith, of Kent, who was 
a grandson of the Rev. Henry Smith, a w eil 
known clergyman in the Connecticut Vailey. 
His mother was a daughter of Deacon Story 
Goff, of Spencertown, Columbia County, 
who was a Lieutenant in the Army during the 
Revolutionary 
War, and 
was 
descended 
from 
Daniel 
Goff, 
who 
settled 
in 
the 
Connecticut Valley 
prior 
to 
1690. 
The 
fam ily was of 
Dutch origin, 
and came 
to America for religious freedom. 
The par­ 
ents of W. 11. Sm ith emigrated to Oiiio and 
settled on the Darby claim iu Union County, 
in 1835, wheu the subject of this sketch was 
about tw o years old. 
He being of a studious 
turn of mind, was given the advantage of a 
thorough education. 
Subsequently lie was 
tutor in a Western college, and then Assist­ 
ant Editor of a weekly paper in Cincinnati, of 
which, at tlie age of 21, he became Editor, 
doing also editorial work on the L itera n j Re­ 
view. 
At the out break of the late civil war 
lie was on the Editorial staff of the C incin­ 
na ti Gazette, and during llie war lie took an 
ctive 
part 
in 
raising 
troops 
and 
forwarding 
sanitary 
supplies, 
and 
n political work for strenztheimnr ihe G ov­ 
ernment. 
He was l-.irgrlv instrumental in 
bringing Governor John Brough to the front 
as the candidate of the United Republicans 
and War Democrats, and at Brough’s elec­ 
tion, in 1863, he became the hitter's Private 
Secretary. 
The next year he was elected 
Secretary of State on the Union ticket by a 
majority of about 69,000, and G as re-( b etid 
in ÍH66. 
He retired from public office to cs- 
ablish the Eeenlng ChronieL at Cincinnati, 
but. liii health giving wav, he was forced to 
withdraw from all active work. In January, 
1870, Mr. Smith took charge of the affairs of 
the Western Associated Press, witii head 
quarters at Chicago. 
In 1877 he was ap­ 
pointed hv President Haves Collector of the 
Port of that City, and was instrumental in 
bringing 
about 
important 
reforms 
in 
ustoms methods 
in 
harmony with 
the 
Civil Sei vice policy of the administration. 
In January, 1883, he effected the union of 
the New York 
Associated Press with the 
Western Associated Press, and became Gen­ 
eral Manager of the consolidated association. 
Mr Smith is a student of historical subjects. 
He is author of the “St. Clair’s Papers,” a 
biography of Charles Hammond, and many 
contributions to American periodicals, 
lie 
lias partly completed a “ Political History of 
the United States.” 
By his investigations in 
the British Museum he has brought to light 
many unpublished letters of W ashington to 
Colonel Henry Bouquet, and has shown that 
those which were published by Jared Sparks 
were not given correctly.

W . C. H ay es' A n c ien t an d C urio us T im e p iec e 
T h at H mh a P e c u lia r H isto ry . 
About the year 1800 William Clark Hayes, 
of this City, was p resented with an ancient 
and curious time p iece by an aged Hollander 
named Nicholas Von Stenmitz. 
The time 
p iece is of solid silver and resembles the 
English "bull’s eye" watch of ancient times. 
It was made by a Dutclimau named Nicholas 
Von Weyland, of Amsterdam, in the year 
1695. 
The story of Isaac and Rebekah, 
told in the book of Genesis, is rep resented 
entire in a unique engraving up on the case 
The desien seems to have been made by 
noted astronomtr. one Giovamni Domncio 
Cassini, who was for years Director of the 
Paris 
Observatoiy, 
France. 
Nicholans 
Cochin was the engraver and the work is in 
alto relievo. 
Cochin died about 1715. 
On 
the face or dial of the watch the soiar system 
is rep resented and there is also a day calendar, 
the jierfect mechanism of the whole p roving 
the ^ astronomical knowledge aud 
general 
ability p ossessed by watchmakers of that 
day 
The watch has the number 562 on it 
and the names of Weyland. Cassnni and 
Cochin. 
Mr. Hayes retained the ancient 
time p iece for up ward of 50 years, when be 
p rcseuted it to his son, who resides in Pough­ 
keep sie. 
This watch runs fairly well and its 
ticking can In.* heard a long distance away.

T he “ Sto ry o f R a ch el D uM o nt" R ead by 
T ea c h e rs— R em a rk s M ade by a B o y . 
The story of “ Rachel DuMont,” written 
by Mary Westbrook VaoDeusen, of this 
City, a grand daughter of the heroine, is be­ 
ing generally read in the schools of Ulster 
County. 
As a bit of local history it Is inter 
esling to every Kingston City and Esop us 
boy and girl. 
A Kingston City schoolboy waxed eDthusi 
-Pla n - | astic before a goodly comp any, oue evening 
recently, over the burning of this p lace by 
the British during the Revolution. 
The boy 
ap p eared familiar with the local history here 
about, and could describe aud locate all the 
landmarks left intact after the devastation of 
over 11 decades ago, that left hundreds of 
families homeless and desolate. 
The boy di 
lated up on slave life as it existed here in the 
old days and told eloquently the story of “ Isa 
bel,” one of many slaves owned by an ances 
tor of Mary Westbrook, and who afterward 
became the world famed evangelist, “ So 
jouruer Truth.” 
“ Our Old Senate House,” built over 200 
years ago, in which the first Senate of the 
Stale of New-York held its sessions, and 
which was owned and long occup ied by 
the Westbrooks aud their ancestors, was de 
scribed with much p ride. 
“ Wheie did you read all this ? ” was asked 
by a relative of the bright lad. 
“My teacher read us the story of ‘Rachel 
DuMont, the Little Maid of the Revolution, 
just before school closed last summer 
We 
boys 
liked 
it 
so 
much 
that 
some of us bought cop ies ot the book and 
hunted up all the old p laces here that Mrs. 
VanDeusen tells about. A lot of us are going 
to her house some day to get a p eep at the 
silver tankard that was saved from the fire 
and other Revolutionary thiDgs that she has 
got.” 
“ Well, I must say,” said a well-known 
Brooklyn man who was p resent, “your teach 
ers here, evidently know bow to imp art well 
a knowledge of useful history to their p up ils. 
It is greatly to be dep lored,” he continued 
“ that p up ils generally throughout the laud 
remain grossly ignorant of a knowledge of 
imp ortant local history while they can sp in 
off by the yard,in true p arrot style, the names 
and numbers of battles fought in different 
wars, though what those same wars were 
about they know little or nothing.”

comp osed of 22 of the most resp ectable men 
in the County. 
With the organization of the 
Legislature, the State Government became 
op erative and comp lete in all its three dep art­ 
ments—the Executive, the Legislative and 
the Judicial—within the bounds of the then 
V lllage of Kingston, and the wheels of Gov­ 
ernment were there p ut in full p erp etual mo­ 
tion. 
The Legislative session was brief, and 
was cut short by the invaders’ap p roach. The 
burning of the village in October p ut an end 
to any hop e that might have been entertained 
of making Kingston the p ermanent seat of 
State Government.”

A RELIC W ELL W ORTH PRESERVING. 


W . C. H ayes' A n cien t and C urious T lm e-p lece 
T h at H as a P ecu lia r H iatorv. 
About the year 1800 William Clark Hayes, 
of this City, was presented with an ancient 
and curious time-piece by an nged Hollander 
named Nicholas Von Stcnmitz. The (ime 
piece is of solid silver and resembles the 
English "bull’s eye” watch of ancient times. 
It was made by a Dutchman named Nicholas 
Von Weyland, of Amsterdam, in the year 
1695. The story of Isaac and Hebckah, as 
told in the book of Genesis, is represented 
entire in a unique engravinn upon the case 
The desieu seems to have been made by a 
noted astronomer, one Giovamhi Domneio 
Cassini, who was for years Director of the 
Paris 
Ohservatoiy, 
France. 
Nieholans 
Cochin Wf.s the engraver and the work is in 
alto relievo. Cochin died about 1715. On 
the face or dial of the watch the soiar system 
is represented and there is also a day calendar, 
the perfect mechanism of the whole proving 
the astronomical knowledge aud 
general 
ability possessed by watchmakers of that 
day. 
The watch has the number 562 on 
and the names of Weyland, Cassani and 
Cochin. 
Mr. Hayes retained the ancient 
timc-pieee for upward of 50 years, when he 
presented it to his son, who resides in Pough­ 
keepsie. 
This watch runs fairly well ami its 
ticking cau l>e heard a long distance away.

Corporation Counsel Hasbrouck reported 
the matter of the petitiou of J. Weobr re 
giirding encroachments of the West Shore 
Railroad along Greenkill avenue, saying that 
the Common Council has authority to pre 
vent encroachment®, incumbrances and oh 
structions on streets. 
“ I understand certain 
railroad trac ks are laid in tlie street.

LITERATURE IN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


T he “ Story o f R ach el D uM ont” R ead by 
T ea c h e rs—B e marks. M ade by a B oy. 
The story of “ Rachel DuMont,” written 
by Mary Westbrook VanDeusen, of this 
City, a grand daughter of the heroine, is be­ 
ing generally read in the schools of Ulster 
County. As a bit of local history it is inter­ 
esting lo every Kingston City and Esopus 
boy and girl. 
A Kingston City schoolboy waxed enthusi­ 
astic before a goodly company, oue evening 
recently, over the burning of this place by 
the British during the Revolution. 
The boy 
appeared familiar with the local history here­ 
about, and could describe and locate all the 
landmarks left intact after the devastation of 
over 11 decades ago, that left hundreds of 
families homeless and desolate. The boy di­ 
luted upon slave life as il existed here in the 
old days and told eloquently the story of “ Isa­ 
bel,” one of many slaves owned by an ances­ 
tor of Mary Westbrook, and who afterward 
became the world famed evangelist, “ So­ 
journer Truth.” 
‘Our Old Senate House,” built over 200 
years ago, in which the first Senate of the 
State of New-York held its sessions, and 
which was owned and long occupied by 
tlie Westbrooks aud their ancestors, was de 
scribed with much pride. 
'Wheie did you rend all this ? ’’ was asked 
by a rclntive of the bright lad. 
“My teacher read us the story of ‘Rachel 
DuMont, the Little Maid of the Revolution,’ 
just before school closed last summer 
We 
boys 
iiked 
it 
so 
much 
that 
some of us bought copies ot the book and 
hunted up all the old places here that Mrs. 
VanDeusen tells about. A lot of us are goiug 
to her house some day to get a peep at the 
silver tankard that was saved from the fire 
and other Revolutionary things that she has 
got.” 
“ Well, I must say,” said a well-known 
Brooklyn man who was present, “your teach­ 
ers here, evidently know how to impart well 
a knowledge of useful history to their pupils 
It is greatly to be deplored,” be continued 
“ that pupils generally throughout the laud 
remain grossly ignorant of a knowledge of 
important local history while they can spin 
off by tlie yard,in true parrot style, the names 
and numbers of battles fought in different 
wars, though what those same wars were 
about they know little or nothing.” 


NOTES ABOUT CURRENT LITERATURE 
A capital number—Harper’s for February 
Ex-President Andrew I). White, of Cor 
ncll, says of Sir Walter Scott, in tlie Febru 
ary Scribner: “ Never was there a more 
healthful and health ministering literature 
than that which he gave to the world. To go 
back to it from Flaubert and Daudct and 
Tolstoi is like listening to the song of the 
lark after the shrieking passion of the mid 
night pianoforte—nay, it is like coming out 
of the glare and heat and reeking vapor of 
palace ball into a grove in the first light and 
music and breezes of the morning.”

Marius Scboonmaker, in bis “ History of 
Ancient Kingston,” gives a number of inter­ 
esting incidents that took place in Ulster 
County during the Revolution. The Com­ 
mittee of Safety and Observation held many 
sessions in Kingston. 
A number of court 
martinis occurred, and in some eases the sen­ 
tences were that the prisoners be banged. 
Several were executed. 
A “ number of Tor­ 
ies and deserters wintered in the Catskill 
Mountains at the west end of Woodstock, at 
a neighborhood called Little Shandaken. 
* 
* The refugees were some 20 in number 
and had a log hut near a dark ravine 
in the 
mountains 
about 
three 
miles 
from the settlement. In order to procure 
food, whenever a snow storm occurred they 
would take that night to p o to the settlement 
and get what they wanted. They were then 
always careful to wear their shoes wrong end 
foremost, so as to make the track of one go­ 
ing into the woods instead of coming out, 
and again changing their shoes on return­ 
ing. Tlie Committee of Safety not having 
sufficient accommodations in Ftshkili, and as 
50 memliers could be accommodated at King­ 
ston and only 30 at Poughkeepsie, came to 
Kingston, holding its first meeting on Febru­ 
ary 19, 1777.” Mr. Scboonmaker continues; 
‘‘ In the proceedings of the Convention the 
place of meeting is not designated. 
There 
can be no doubt but that it was at the Court 
House.” 
Mr. 
Scboonmaker then 
gives 
his 
reasons 
for 
such 
opinion 
“After 
the 
organization 
of the 
Gov 
ernment of Kingston and the inauguration of 
George Clinton as Governor, on September 
9, 1777, the first Court held under the first 
Constitution of the State was opened by 
Chief Justice Jay. The Grand Jury was 
composed of 22 of tlie most respectable men 
in the Couuty. 
With the organization of the 
Legislature, the State Government became 
operative and complete in all its three depart 
ments—the Executive, the Legislative and 
the Judicial—within the bounds of the then 
Village of Kingston, and the wheels of Gov­ 
ernment were there put in full perpetual mo­ 
tion. The Legislative session was brief, and 
was cut short by the invaders’approach. The 
burning of the village in October put an end 
to any hope that might have been entertained 
of making Kingston the pcrmnuent seat of 
State Government.”

The House yesterday passed the Springer 
Omnibus bill for the admission of certain ter 
ritories. 
It provides for the admission of 
Montana by proclamation of tile President if 
a majority of the voters on the 5th of No­ 
vember, it**#, shall ratify the constitution of 
1884. 
South Dakotu is to lie adm itted by 
proclamation of the President, if. on the 5th 
of Novemlier next, the constitution of 188o 
I* ratified by a m ajority of the voters of 
South Dakota, and if, it addition, the voters 
of South Dakota and North Dakota, voting 
separate!}', shall each cast a majority in favor 
of division. 
If either section votes against 
division, then Dakota is to remain as one ter­ 
ritory until further legislation can lie had for 
its admission as a single state. 
In the event 
of South Dakota’s admission, she is to have 
two Representatives in the jsipular branch of 
Congress. 
Washington 
and 
New 
Mex­ 
ico 
are 
authorized 
to 
elect 
dele­ 
gates, 
hold 
constitutional 
conventions 
and frame constitutions, a right which they 
hold already and of which it is impossible for 
Congress to deprive them. 
North Dakota is 
to have the same p recio u s privilege, provided 
all the conditions for the admission of South 
Dakota are complied with. 
Their admission 
afterwards will lie subject to act of Congress 
It w ill Im1 seen that the only territory which 
receives fair treatment is Montana. 
To ad 
nut this territory is an object of Democratic 
ambition. 
It elected a Republican dclcgat 
Inst fall by a small majority, though it had 
previously gone Democratic. 
The Demo 
crats at x> ashiugton have received assurances 
from a syndicate of rich Democratic bankers 
nnd stock raisers in IIm* territory that they 
can recover control of it and send two Dctm 
crutic Senators an d a Representative lo \\ ash 
iugton, provided the admission is effected 
through Democratic agencies. 
W ashington

if possible till after the election of 'lie fifty 
second Congress, in which the IH*mocn»ts 
ho [ie to recover their majority.

kota is lo lie subjected to the same treatment 
And the managers of the scheme are not 
without hope that South Dakota will lie kept 
out also, through a failure of some of the ab 
surd conditions with which her admission is 
freighted. 
Representative Dakotans now in W ashing 
ton, Democrats as well as Republicans, op 
I KMM* the bill and are asking the Senate to re 
Ject it. 
This the Senate will do without 
doubt. 
An extra session of the fifty-first 
C ongree w ill do full Justice to the Dakotas 
and Washington, nnd take good care of the 
|Mililica of Montana. 
It is probable that they 
will all lie in the Union as states in time to 
enable their Senators and Representatives to 
take wats in the first regular session of the 
tiftV-firsl Congress.

It is not to lie assumed that Gen. Harrison 
orders American goods because they ate 
cheaper. 
He is not sparing in expenses to 
fit himself for the dignity of his exalted pod 
lion. lint iu all his preparations he is setting 
an American example, 
lie is an earnest la 
liever in the very principle of protection that 
makes 
American 
goods 
cheaper 
for 
those 
who 
need 
cheap 
goods, 
while 
it 
comjiels those 
who 
prefer 
fine 
im 
ported goods nnd can afford them, to “ pay the 
piper.” 
lf he could find American-made 
goods m anufactured from fine foreign wool, 
it is quite likely that lie would refuse to ac 
copt them, nnd insist that the American farm er 
should lie patronized as well as tin* American 
m anufacturer. 
He would Im* a w hole Anteri 
can instead of a patron of foreign raw mate 
rial. 
All this Is ou the assumption that the 
Time*' premises are correct, that American 
wool is really not as good us foreign wool 
Hut even this, w e are assured, is riot the truth 
American goods, made from American wool, 
are to la* found iu every city, quite as g<iod 
in every respect as the best foreign fabric, lf 
this is not the exact truth now, adequate pro­ 
tection to tile wool growers for a series of 
years will make it so. 
We have the climate 
aud the pasture for the growing of the finest 
wools on the globe. Hut the patronage which 
ahould have encouraged this grow th has gone 
abroad, because there is a sentiment amongst 
our “ tine gentlem en," our college and society 
dudes, that everything American is cheap 
and vulgar.

toward him. 
Ile was my constant cowpat), 
ion and seemed to Is1 contented only when 
near me. 
Ile was a general favorite with all 
the men, and, to till the truth, I wn. very 
fond of him. 
He told me Ids mum was 
George,aud that lie lived up the Hudson River. 
One day an old man. evidently 70 years old 
aud wearing the uniform of a Confederate 
General came into the prison. 
After walk 
intr up and down awhile rublHng his skinny 
old hands and seeming to enjoy our suffering, 
he stopped near us and asked George how old 
he was: 
'I am IU years of age,’ said he. 
• W ell,’ wild Ute (Jenera!, ' would you like lo 
g d oui of lie rtf

W inder, and they 
had sent him to take charge of Anderson 
Ville Prison, because he wu* the most cruel, 
heartless obi yillahi in the Army. 
Iodecd, 
he said that Jill* M ise General was responsi­ 
ble for the riot aud bloodshed occasioned In

He told me he had seen the

PLANS TO ESCAPE FRUSTRATED. 
“ ‘ W e had tried many plan* of escape, but 
were always brought back or our plans were 
frustrated before they were fully completed. 
Doce we got outside the stockade and were 
out for two hours only, waiting for darkness 
(it give us an opportunity lo break for lib­ 
erty, when we were betrayed by a small dog, 
which began barking at us. 
The guard took 
us back and we were placed under closer 
surveillance. 
The wonder was we were not 
shot.” ’ 
THE BOY’S STOUT. 
m ‘T he next day George told me lie had 
left horn* when a lad of IS, and went to sea, 
and that he hod not seen his parents since 
that time. ‘hut.’ said b t, ‘ if I ever get out of 
here alive I am goiog home to see my poor 
motlier.’

sorrow he felt at seeing me in such aplace.’ ’ 


SUFFERING IN PRISON. 
“ ‘ But I will pass over the rest of our con 
versation, suffice it to say that we talked of 
home long aud fervently and were more aux 
ions than ever to escape from that horrible 
place. 
My cond it ion at that time was pitij 
hie. 
When I catered lite prison I we ighed 
HH) pounds and after two months of prison 
life I venture to say I weighed but OO pounds. 
I was too weak to stand alone, and it was 
with difficulty that I could crawl. 
My suf 
fcrings were no more, however, than those 
borne by hundreds In that hell upon earth, 
and I cared little whether I lived or died.’ ” 


TREATED WORSE THAN CONV IC I S. 
“ ' It was a daily occurrence to see some 
juror fellow recognize it brother, or father 
find a son Iii some sufferer. 
It was the same, 
I was told afterward, in all the prisons — 
Richmond, Salisbury, Charleston, Mifflin ami 
Andersonville. Prisoners of war were treat' d 
worse* than convicts, shut up either in suffo­ 
cating buildings or in out door inclnsures. 
without even the shelter that is provided for 
tho beasts of the field, unsupplied with suf­ 
ficient food and supplied with food and water 
injurious and even |>oisonoiis; compelled to 
live ou doors often covered with human 
filth, or on ground saturated with it, com ­ 
pelled to breathe air oppressed with sin in 
tolerable stench; hemmed in by a fatal den I- 
line, and In hourly danger of being shot by 
unrestrained and brutal guards; despondent 
even to suicide; sick of disease, mused by 
the torrid sun, bv tilth, by vermin, by ma 
laria anti by cold; removed at the last mo­ 
ment and bv hundreds at a time lo hospitals 
corrupt as a sepulchre, there with a few rem­ 
edies, little care and no sym pathy, to die in 
wretchedness and m isery.’ ” 


A D VSR FOR LIBERTY. 
“ ‘A flay or two after as old General Win 
der came into the stockade, I saw George 
walk within two feet of the dead line and 
cull to the General. 
He came over to where 
George was and after a few words I saw my 
son spring oil him like a eat and bring the 
General lo the ground. 
Tile other prisoners 
made a rush and all the guards fired at once. 
I closed my eves; I could stand no more. 
I 
was perfectly helpless. 
W hen I looked 
again I saw the General drawing his re vol 
vi r. 
How I got there I can’t tell, hut I did 
get there, and throwing my whole weight on 
the old rascal I managed to release my son, 
and shouting to George to run, I ft ll, pierced 
with a bullet. 
I turned an i saw George run 
wing across the enclosure, hut he had not 
gone far when he fell dead, pierced hr a 
hundred bullets. 
I lielieve that about 12 
men escaped and IOO were either killed or 
wounded. 
I saw them take the body of my 
son away, and then all is a blank 
When I 
a rd u recovered my senses I was in a hospi­ 
tal, anti in a short time I was exchanged anti 
a rrivtsI 
home more dead 
than alive. 
I 
never told his poor m other of our meeting 
anti terrible suffering, amt she died ignorant 
of ids death.” ’ 


FOUND ON A FIELD. 
“ Ile ceased speak iii!? and we sat for a long 
time in silence and then lie stiff: ‘I never knew 
how I lost that picture anti re!allied the letter; 
md how it could possibly have lieen found 
on the field, is more than I can tell. 
So you 
e I w as rather taken by surprise to sec it in 
your allium 25 years or mote after, and the 
recollection* overwhelmed me at the tim e.’”

A RELIC W ELL W ORTH PRESERVING. 


W . C. H ayes’ A ncient end fu rio u s T im ep ie c e

About the year IKM) William Clark Hayes, 
of this City, uhs presented with an ancient 
and curious time piece bv an aged Hollander 
named Nicholas Von Stcnmitz. 
The tim e­ 
piece is of solid silver and resembles the 
English "bull’s eye” watch of ancient times. 
It was made by a Dutchman named Nicholas 
Von W et land, of Amsterdam, in the year 
1695. 
The story of Isaac and Hcbckah, as 
told in the book of Genesis, is represented 
entire in a unique engraving upon the case. 
The dcsiini seems to have l»een made by a 
noted astronounr, one Giovamni Domncio 
Cassini, w ho was for years Director of the 
Paris 
Observatoiy, 
France. 
Nicholntis 
Cochin wi.s the engraver and the work is iii 
alto relievo. 
Cochin died about 1715. 
On 
the face or dial of the watch the solar system 
is represented and there is also aday calendar, 
the perfect mechanism of the whole proving 
the astronomical knowledge aud 
general 
ability possessed by watchmakers of 
that 
day 
The watch has the number 562 on it 
and the names of We)-land, Cassan! and 
Cochin. 
Mr. 
Hayes retained 
the ancient 
time piece for upward of 50 years, when be 
I 
ircsouted it to his son, who resides in Pouch- 
lecpsie. 
This watch runs fairly well and its 
ticking eau lie heard a long distance away.

LITERATURE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Tho ‘‘Story of R achel D uM ont" R oad by 
T eacheis -R em ark * M ade by a Boy. 
The story of “ Rachel DuMont,” written 
by Mary W estbrook VanDeusen, of this 
City, a grand daughter of the heroine, is be­ 
ing generally read in the schools of Ulster 
County. 
As a bit of local history it Is inter­ 
esting lo every Kingston City and Esopus 
boy and girl. 
A Kingston Citv schoolboy waxed enthusi­ 
astic before a goodly company, one evening 
recently, over the burning of this place by 
the British (luring the Revolution. 
The boy 
appeared fam iliar with the local history here­ 
about, and could describe and locate all the 
landmarks left intact after the devastation of 
over ll decades ago, that left hundreds cf 
families homeless and desolate. 
The boy di­ 
lated upon slave life as it existed here in the 
old days and told eloquently the story of “ Isa­ 
bel,” one of many slaves owned by an ances­ 
tor of Mary Westbrook, and who afterward 
became the world famed evangelist, “ So­ 
journer T ru th .” 
“ Our Old Senate House,” built over 200 
years ago, in which the first Senate of Hie 
State of New-York held its sessions, and 
w hich was owned and long occupied by 
the Westbrooks aud their ancestors, was de­ 
scribed with much pride. 
“ Whcie did you read all this ? ” was asked 
by n relative of the bright lad. 
“ My teacher read us the story of ‘Rachel 
DuMont, the Little Maid of the Revolution,’ 
just 
before 
school 
closed 
last 
summer. 
We 
boy* liked 
it 
so 
much 
that 
some of us bought copies ol the book and 
bunted tip nil the old places here that Mrs. 
VanDeusen tells aliout. A lot of us are going 
to her house some day to get a peep at the 
silver tankard that was saved from the fire 
nod oilier Revolutionary things that she has 
got.” 
“ Well, I m ust say,” said a well known 
Brooklyn man who was present, “your teach­ 
ers here, evidently know how to im part well 
a knowledge of useful history to their pupils. 
It is greatly lo be deplored,” he continued, 
“ that pupils generally throughout the laud 
remain grossly ignorant of a knowledge of 
important local history while they can spin 
off bv the yard,in true parrot style, the names 
and numbers of battles fought in different 
wars, though what those same wars were 
alxjut they know little or nothing.”

Marius Schoonmaker, In his “ History of 
Ancient Kingston,” gives a number of inter- 
csting incidents that took place in Ulster 
County during the Revolution. 
The Com­ 
mittee of Safety and Observation beld many 
sessions in Kingston. 
A number of court 
martials occurred, and in some cases the sen­ 
tences were that the prisoners be banged. 
Several were executed. 
A “ num ber of T or­ 
ies and deserters wintered in the Catskill 
Mountains at the west end of Woodstock, at 
a neighborhood called Little Shandaken. 
# 
# * The refugees were some 20 in number 
and 
bad a log but near a dark 
ravine 
in 
the 
mountains 
about 
three 
miles 
from the settlement. 
In order to procure 
food, whenever a snow storm occurred they 
would take that night to po to the settlement 
anil get what they wautcd. 
They were then 
always careful to wear their shoes wrong end 
foremost, so as to make the track of one go 
jug into the woods instead of coming out, 
and again changing their shoes on return­ 
ing. 
The Committee of Safety not having 
sufficient accommodations in Fishkill, and as 
50 memliers could tie accommodated ut King­ 
ston and only 30 at Poughkeepsie, came to 
Kingston, holding its first meeting on Febru­ 
ary 19, 1777.” 
Mr. Schoonmaker continues: 
“ Iii the proceedings of the Convention the 
place of meeting is not designated.

9,1777, the first Court held under the first 
Constitution of the Slate was opened by 
Chief Justice Jay. 
The Grand Ju ry was 
composed of 22 of the most respectable men 
in the County. 
W ith the organization of the 
Legislature, the State Government became 
operative and complete in all its three depart­ 
ments—the Executive, the Legislative nnd 
B k* Judicial—within the bounds of the then 
Village of Kingston, nnd the wheels of Gov­ 
ernment were there put in full perpetual m o­ 
tion. 
Tile Legislative session was brief, and 
was rut short by Hie invaders’approach. The 
burning of the village in October put an end 
to any lio[#c that might have 1n*ch entertained 
of making Kingston tile permanent seat of 
State Government.’’
